Cass County Board of Supervisors
January 3, 2023

The Cass County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at 9:00 a.m. in the board room at the courthouse with
members present: Steve Baier chair; Stephen Green, Wendy Richter, Mark O’Brien and Bernard Pettinger. Absent:
none.

Baier called the meeting to order at 9:03 a.m.

Agenda item approving a five-year lease extension with Cambridge Law Firm was removed from the agenda until a later
date. O’Brien moved, Pettinger seconded, to adopt the agenda as amended. All ayes. Motion carried.

Pettinger moved, Green seconded to approve the December 30, 2022 minutes. All ayes. Motion carried.

Baier was elected permanent chair following a motion by Pettinger, seconded by Green. Ayes: Pettinger, Green, Richter,
O’Brien, Baier. Motion Carried.

O’Brien was elected permanent vice-chair following a motion by Pettinger, seconded by Green. Ayes: Pettinger, Green,
Richter, O’Brien, Baier. Motion Carried.

Board meetings will be scheduled every Tuesday at 9:00 AM in 2023 unless noted on the agenda. Moved by O’Brien.
Second by Green. Carried unanimously.

General checks will be issued twice monthly on the working day closest to the 15™ and the last working day of the
month unless otherwise authorized. Claims filed with the county auditor less than three full working days before the pay
date will be held until the next period. The county auditor was authorized to issue checks in accordance with section
331.5-06(3) of lowa Code. Moved by Green. Second by O’Brien. Carried unanimously.

The mileage rate for use of personal vehicles for county business was set at fifty cents per mile for 2023 {70A(9)}. The
IRS standard mileage rate will be used for the sheriff’s civil process fee. Moved by Green. Second by Pettinger. Carried
unanimously.

Pettinger moved, Richter seconded, to continue the medical examiner’s fee at $200 for a standard call and $400 for an
involved call (classification to be determined by the medical examiner) and to reimburse for expenses incurred by
personnel (331.803 lowa Code). Carried unanimously.

Green moved, Pettinger seconded, to name the Atlantic News Telegraph, Anita Tribune and the Griswold American as
the official newspapers for Cass County for 2023 {331.303(6) lowa Code}. Carried unanimously.

O’Brien moved, Green seconded, to Authorize county officials to destroy records in their possession which have been on
file for ten or more years and are not required as permanent records {331.323(2)(d) Code of lowa}. Carried unanimously.

O’Brien moved, Richter seconded to approve board members to serve on boards and committees as follows. All ayes.
